James E. Campbell 


Ohio will long remember, with grateful 


heart, the wonderful life of James Edwin 
Campbell, former governor, who now be- 
longs to the ages. Called suddenly and un- 
expectedly by the death messenger, shortly 
after he had participated in an event hon- 
oring a long time friend, and after he had 
expressed the belief that he would live to 
be 300 years old, Gov. Campbell was past 
81 years of age. 


It was in 1S89, after one of the most spir- 


ited political battles in the history of the 
state, James K. Campbell defeated Joseph 
B. "Fire Alarm" Foraker. Republican nomi- 
nee for the ^governorship, running for a third 
term. . History records that Gov. Campbell 
was not so much an outstanding statesman 
of his time as he was a lovable character, 
possessing an unusually high sense of hon- 
or, and a rugged honesty that was well wor- 
thy of emulation. 


He would rather be right than president. 


So it, was that in 1892, when Grover Cleve- 
land was nominated by the Democrats, and 
defeated Benjamin Harrison, Gov. Campbell 
could easily have been made the choice of 
the Democratic convention hart he refrained 
from the performance of one act as gover- 
nor, which he conceived it his duty to do. 
He refused to sacrifice right for expediency.

James E. Campbell 


Ohio will long remember, with grateful 


heart, the wonderful life of James Edwin 
Campbell, former governor, who now be- 
longs to the ages. Called suddenly and un- 
expectedly by the death messenger, shortly 
after he had participated in an event hon- 
oring a long time friend, and after he had 
expressed the belief that he -would live to 
be 100 years old, Gov. Campbell was pant 
81 years of age. 


It was in 1889, after one of the most spir- 


ited political battles in the history of the 
state, James B. Campbell defeated Joseph 
B. "Fire Alarm" Foraker. Republican nomi- 
nee for the ^governorship, running for a third 
term. . History records that Gov. Campbell 
was not so much an outstanding statesman 
of his time as he was a lovable character, 
possessing an unusually high sense of hon- 
or, and a rugged honesty that was well wor- 
thy of emulation. 


He would rather be right than president. 


So it was that in 1882, when G rover Cleve- 
land was nominated by the Democrats, and 
defeated Benjamin Harrison, Gov. Campbell 
could easily have been made the choice of 
the Democratic convention hat! he refrained 
from the performance of one act as gover- 
nor, which he conceived it his duty to do. 
He refused to sacrifice right for expediency. 


As the name of Gov. Campbell goes down 


thru the ages; as IIP treads the bright path 
thru a field of lilies, he carries with hitn a
